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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 9/10/04 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 22-26 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim 22 dependent from claim 1 and any other claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 22-26 not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , "said funnel" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 6, "as described in Figure 2A" is indefinite and is an omnibus claim. 
Claim 7, "as described in Figure 2C" is indefinite and is an omnibus claim. 
Claim 16, "drug" lacks antecedent basis; should depend from claim 15. 
Claim 21, "as described in figure 2" is indefinite and is an omnibus claim. 
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Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a term 
of a claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly redefine 
the claim term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled 
in the art on notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process 
Control Corp. v. HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. 
Cir. 1999). The term "gorge" in at least claim 1 is used by the claim to mean "an 
aperture", while the accepted meaning is "a deep ravine (usually with a river running 
through it)." The term is indefinite because the specification does not clearly redefine 
the term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nissenkorn (4,973,301). 

Nissenkorn teaches a polymeric stent comprising: 

Referring to at least figures 3-4, an elongated tube, wherein the proximal end of 
said tube is having a funnel-like shape 12'; and wherein said funnel further comprise at 
least one gorge (slits), which enables the suturing of said stent to said duct. 

Regarding the means for anchoring or extended portion, see elements 5 and 6 
which are considered to be "wing-like flaps". 

Regarding the length, see 3:4, teaching 40-80 mm. 

Regarding at least claims 10-13, Nissenkorn teaches a diameter of about 16-20 
French (French = Pi x diameter). 

Regarding claims 15-19, claim 15 does not positively claim a drug only that it is 
capable of delivery, "suitable for either local or systemic delivery". It is the Examiner's 
position that the polymeric stent of Nissenkorn is fully capable of drug delivery.
